Mr. Leech Attributes the Rise to Nat-

ural Causes and Not Manipulation.

Increased Demand for the White Metal in
India, Portugal and South American Re-

publics Factors in Forcing Up the Price.

Address to the Country by the National

Troubles of the Barings and Other Financiers
Held Up as a Warning Against Continu-

ance of the Single Standard.

THE ADVANCE IN SILVER.

Mr. Leech Thinks It Was Caused by Trade
Demands and Not by a Pool.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal.
Washington;. June 20. Scarcely a day

comes now that does not bring something
to attract attention in financial circles.
This morning's reports from New York
about the existence of an international
silver-bullio- n pool and the sharp advance
in the price of silver created a dee'dd
flurry, although they were viewed caLily
at the Treasury Department The fact is
there have been so many canards circu-
lated recently against the condition of the
treasury, and so many Democratic efforts
made to stampede the financial credit of
the federal government that the Treasury
officials have become "stampede-proof,- "

and cannot be made to lose their heads.
"There is nothing strange about tbe ad-

vance in silver." said Mr. Leech, Director
of the Mint, to your correspondent "It is
but natural that the price of bullion should
advance at this time. It went too high
last winter when Congress threatened to
pass a free-coina- ge bill, and alter we en-
larged our silver consumption and prom-
ised the fullest recognition of that product
the cold nations of Europe set their teeth
at. st silver, refusing it on every hand,
ana :hat, with the disappointment of the
bull' on the market, had the ellect of forc-

ing it down to an abnormally low point
Silver should be somewhat higher, natur-
ally, and, I think, will go up a few points
from what it has been for several months
possibly not above what it is to-da- y, and
remain there.

"One of tbe reasons silver is advancing."
continued Mr. Leech, "is that India has an
enormous wheat crop to be sold very soon
and she wants silver for it Then Portugal
is beginning to coin silver and some of the
nations to the south of us, notably tbe
Argentine Republic, are moving toward a
silver basis. Silver with us reached the
bottom the other day when it touched 97. I
think it will be above that figure all the
time hereafter. I am unable to account for
the heavy exports of gold during the past
tvro days, but I think it mostly goes to
France to meet some specific demand. It is
not significant"

Another Theory of the Rise tn Price.
New York, June 20. The Post says: Sil-

ver bullion certificates supplied a good
share of the stock market's business to-da- y,

the total business of the two hours running
up to 273,000 ounces, with a gain in price of

8 of a cent per ounce. It is worth while to
call attention to the very prevalent belief
that the advance of 134 in these certificates
since Wednesday was due solely to the
heavy East Indian demand on London.
There is no doubt that such a demand ex-
ists. It is natural at this period of the
year and London exports of silver to India,
at last reports, were nearly 1,500,000
less than those in the same period in lb90.
But this crives not the slightest ground 'on .

which to build assumptions of a small sup-
ply of silver on the general market ,For
that there are no reliable statistics to be
had. Moreover, an abrupt and sudden ad-
vance such as that of the present week
could not well have been occasioned by the
condition of the foreign bullion market,
the facts concerning which have long been
familiar. As a matter of fact, the bullion
houses with London connections have been
sellersof silver certificates this week, while
the buying has come from the houses
which operated with the "congressional
pool" last year.

ADDRESS TO TILE PUBLIC.

The National Executive Silver Committee
Gives Its Views on Free Coinage.

New York, June 20. The national execu-
tive silver committee, which met at the
Hoffman House last night was in session
again most of the day. There were present
Gen. A. J. Warner, of Ohio, chairman;
Francis G. Newiands, of Nevada, vice-chairma- n;

L. M. Rnmsey, of Missouri, and
Lee Crandall, of Washington, secretary.
Hon. Edward Pierrepont was unable to be
present Senators Jones and Stewart, of
Nevada, were at tbe hotel, and gave the
committee the benefit of their advice. As
a result of their deliberations the commit-
tee gave out this evening the following ad-

dress to the public:
"The national exeoutive silver committee

desires to call the attention of the country
to the object lesson which is being exhib-
ited in the desperate struggle of the great
financial institutions on both sides
of the Atlantio to increase the
gold reserves to avoid bankrupt-
cy and ruin, and that any increase
by one necessarily diminishes the reserves
of the others. Why should such a condi-
tion of things exist in a time of profouud
peace and abundant harvests? Why should
all the great banking institutions attribute
stagnation and hard times to scarcity of
money, while they are exerting all their
power to make money scarce by adhering
to the gold standard when they admit that
there is not enough gold to maintain tbe
business or credit of the commercial world!
For eighteen years tbe basis of credit iu
gold standard countries has been
growing narrower as the single stand-
ard has been extended, and tho
production of gold fallen oft, while
the structure of great credit has been grow-
ing proportionately larger and more in-
secure, until tbe relation of credit to
actual money, as disclosed in the Barings'
failure on gold standard England, has
alarmed tbe world, and started anew the
scramble for gold that threatens all busi-
ness undertakings and stalks as a menace

.to every legitimate enterpriae.
The remedy is in the restoration of bi-

metallism. Place our money system again
upon the broad basis of gold and silver as
the money of ultimate redemption, instead
of gold alone. Support the credit
structure of the banks and the
country by both the metals under free
and unlimited coinage. A stable and
not a fluctuating currency is required by
legitimate business. Who can doubt that
greater stability resides in money coined
from the metals automatically regulated
than in credit devices that exist to-da- y

and to-morr- are gone!"

All other
issues are involved in this and cannot be
separated from it

BTRATTDIEATH WINS THE DERBY.

ZHagmau and Other Fast Hones Easily De-
featedHigh Tariff Falls Dead.

Chicago. Jane 20. Death to one horse;
$19,000 to another that was tbe American
Derby of 1891. A scarlet flash on the hori-
zon, half a hundred thousand people breath-
less, the gleam of white beneath a wire,
and tbe richest stake race ever
ran in the West was at an end.
It was by Strathmeath. New
York's favorite son, the battle royal
was won. Half a mile off where had Dcen
the thick of the fight, lay motionless on the
track the corpse of his foe to the death.
High Tariff. Tom Kiley, the gallant beast's
rider, twice a Derby victor on that very
course, had this time pushed the limit of
equine endurance. There was a sodden
plunge upward, a queer stagger of twenty
yards, and High Tariff sunk down into tbe
mud lifeless.

Whether in point of great horses, famous
Jockies, magnificence of fashionable display
and marvelous outpouring of people, as
well as in the sensational incidents and
bulky purse, probably no such race was
ever witnessed this side of the Alleghenies

certainly not in Chicago.
No one of the seven Derbies that in pre-

ceding years have made Washington
Park's celebrity more than fringed in inter-
ests the classio event of to-da-y. Just
enough brilliance shone through the partly
overcast sky to light tip the hundreds of
gay bonnets and bright-hue- d parasols that
peeped oat everywhere from club-hous-e to
gate. Such a multitude of the fair sex as
pat in appearance was something wholly
unprecedented here, and so great was the
crush that hundreds of them were wedged
helplessly in the enormous mob of hetero-
geneous male sports that packed the lawn
solid in front of the betting ring.

But for the jam of humanity, tho day
would have been the perfection of temper-
ature for the spectators. Once within the
confines of the park, however, faces speed-
ily flushed, and perspiration dripped as the
eager thousands pushed each other back-
ward and forward in huge waves. No aisle
or stairway in the grand-stan- d afforded an
inch of unused standing room. Its galle-

ries and roof were black with people, while
the approaches from end to end of the
stretch, including even the club-hous- e

grounds, reserved for members and friends,
were full almost to suffocation. The in-

field showed line after line of vehicles, tally-ho- s,

victorias, cabs and what not loaded
down with, people stretching in bewilder-
ing succession far beyond the point to the
rear where by any possibility a glimpse of
tbe course could be had. Stable tops,
telegraph poles and fences to each point of
the compass seemed literally festooned
with would-b- e lookers-o- n hanging to pick-
ets or other points of vantage as if life de-
pended on the result.

and Snow Ball were no less notable.
Ludowio was looked upon by Californians
who were, supposedly, best able to judge
him. as almost certain to prove a surprise,
while Strathmeath, regarded as the all-rou- nd

best of last year's two-year-ol- ds, bad
been reserved all the present season solely
for this race.

"Snapper" Garrison, Taral. Covington
and Fitzpatrick, four as crack jockeys as
almost any equal number now on the turf,
had been brought specially from New York
for the race, and it was current gossip that
Garrison's pet ambition was to ride an
American Derby winrer. Tom Kiley, too,
tbe winning jockey of the two latest great
Chicago contests, was to have a mount, and
with it a chance, if successful, to equal
the record here of the ideal rider, Isaao
Murphy.

Bo intent was the huge concourse of peo-
ple in the. real event of the day that the
first two races passed almost unnoticed, ex-
cept when Isaao Lewis, who was to ride the
formidable Kingman in the Derby, appeared
in the second race astrideof Santiago. The
friends of the blue-gras- s Derby favorite
gave a volley of encouraging cheers as they
noticed how deftly he handled himself in
the raddle. Again the Kingman admirers
applauded when Lewis forged in the frout
with Santiago in the back stretch, and tbe
enthusiasm became general as Lewis, taking
the dryer ground near the outside fence,
lumped in a winner. Many a misguided
Kentuckian and other well-meani- ng persons
now straightway went to the betting-booth- s

and pinned beautiful, long green
bills on Kingman, in the faith that Lewis
could repeat the trick in the Derby.

The confusion in the book-maker- s'

quarters as tbe time for the big race ap-
proached was, by long odds, the worst ever
witnessed at Washington Park and the
bedlam, scarcely mitigated, spread to tho
other portions of tbe grounds.

Suddenly the
supports creaked as the line of blue coats
forced back en-mas- se tbe crowd, and their
act clearly demonstrated that it was less
perilous to allow the reckless mob to re-
main unmolested.

and centered every eye on the track. He
was heartily cheered, as was also Lewis on
Kingman and Fitzpatrick on Michael.

Protest from the Big Four, the Pennsylranla,
the Mooon and tbe C, B. & I.

CmcAGO, June 20. Commissioner C. E.
Fulton, of the Chicago and Ohio River
Traffic Association, has issued a circular
signed by the general passenger agents of
the Big Four, the Pennsylvania, theMonon
and the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton
roads, and addressed to all connecting lines,
in which it is set fortn that passenger rates
are disturbed by the appearance in the mar-
ket of tickets sold over circuitous routes at
short line rates and bearing sufficient lim-
its to permit of their manipulation by
brokers. Connecting lines accordingly are
notified that uuless these tickets are in fut-
ure limited to continuous! passage, the
roads in the Ohio River Traffic Association
will refuse to honor them.

An Old Case Decided.
Chicago. June 20. Justice Harlan, sit-

ting in the United States Circuit Court, de-

cided the long-contest-ed litigation over the
old Chicago, Danville & Vincennes (now.
the Chicago & Eastern Illinois) brought by
C. C Merriam and other judgment creditors
of the old company, . Theaction was in the
nature of a creditors' bill to compel the
Chicago & Eastern Illinois to pay the judg-
ment creditors of the old road, it being
alleged there was fraud and collusion in the
sale of it It was also Bought to compel
Edwin Walker, Jos. Young and others to
pay judgments from, funds paid them
by tho Eastern Illinois. possi-
bly for bonds which Walker had
but which complainant alleged were given
him for tbe purpose of allowing fraudulent
foreclosure to proceed. Justice Harlan
held that the Eastern Illinois could not be
held by the creditors of the old road, but
that Walker and Young must turn over
bonds to their creditors, allowing Walker,
however, a reasonable sum for attorney's
fees. The suit as to the Eastern Illinois
road was dismissed, and will be appealed
by Merriam et aL to the new Appellate
Court. If Justice Harlan's decision is sus-
tained it moans a saving of 500,000 for the
Chicago & Eastern Illinois. Attorney
Walker will be compelled to pay some-
thing like 5100,000 for bonds which he re-
tained.

The Boycott Not Successful.
Chicago, June 20. The board of rulings

of the Eastern roads has been trying in
vain to induce the transmissouri lines to
unite in the boycott against the Chicago &
Alton. At the meetins of the Transconti-
nental Association in this city a resolution
drawn np by the board of rulings was pre-

sented indorsing tbe order of last January
to discontinue the payment of commis-
sions. The question was defeated. Re-
ports are in circulation that some of the
Eastern roads have grown very tired of the
boycott, and one by one are quietly resum-
ing the sale of Alton tickets. Officials of
the Alton manifest no interest in the situ-
ation whatever. They say that the East-
ern lines can resume the sale of their tick-
ets or not as they please; it makes no differ-
ence to them. Under any circumstances
they will not recede an inch from their
present position.

The Fight Against the Soo,
Chicago, June 20. Vice-chairm- an Don-

ald, of the Central Traffic Association, has
advised Chairman Finley, of the Western
Passenger Association, that in meeting the
rates of the Soo the Western roads must
observe the following rules: No round-tri- p

tourist tickets shall be issued at points in
or through trunk-lin- e territory. No round-tri- p

tickets shall be sold to Buffalo; no
round-tri-p tickets shall be issued to a des-
tination reached by crossing a line drawn
through Portland, Me.; Rochester, N. Y.;
Concord. N. H.; Rutland. Vt. and Platts-bur- g,

N. Y. This arrangement must be
considered ns void and revoked if compe-
tition with the Soo line results in a reduc-
tion of rates from St Paul and Minneapolis
to an equality with the fare obtained from
Chicago.

Disposed of the Tourist-Rat- e Question.
St. Louis. June 20. The St Louis Assoc-

iation of General Passenger Agents has dis-

posed of tbe summer tourist rate-she- et

question affecting St Louis territory.
When tbe matter was brought up the Alton
interposed an objection, owing to the boy-
cott of that road by the Eastern lines.
While it was decided not to issue the rate-shee- t,

the regular tourist rates will obtaiu,
as heretofore. For the St Louis exposi-
tion and fair, the association decided to
make the same arrangement as last year.
